Alleged Method Described. 

She is accused of procuring about $400 
worth of linens, household goods, and wear- 
ing apparel since last October, . 

Miss Wells, who is 26 years old, resides 
with her mother at 12 Henore street. When 
the mother was informed of her daughter's 
arrest she was prostrated by the news. 

The complainant against Miss Wells is 
Michael P. Ford, house detective of Marshall 
Field & Co. He alleges she used the names 
of a customer who had a charge account, 
and instead of having the goods sent she took 
them with her. In October, it is charged, 
she procured $165 worth of articles, mostly 
wearing apparel, and in December she suc- 
ceeded in getting another large bill of goods. 


Arrested in Store. 

When the persons whose names Miss Wells 
ig accused of using got their monthly state- 
ment they saw they were charged for goods 
which they did not purchase. Detectives 
under Mr. Ford were set to work on the case, 
which resulted in the arrest of Miss Welle 
while trying to procure a bill of goods yes- 
terday afternoon. She went to the store after 
finishing her work at the high school. 

Miss Wells, it is said, admitted having 
used the names of customers. Some of the 
articles, she said, had been given away as 
presents to friends and teachers. 

The arrest of Miss Wells took place shortly 
before 6 o’clock, when the employés of the 
big store were preparing to quit. One of the 
clerke who. walted on Miss Wells became 
suspicious when she asked to have the pur: 
chase of an expensive uk umbrella charged. 
She quietly sept word to Mr. Ford, who went 
to the department where Miss Wells was 
making purchases. 


Had Girl’s Description. 

From descriptions given by other clerks 
who had waited on the woung women who 
made large purchases on a charge account, 
and Which turned out to be the false pre- 
tense purchases,’’ Mr. Ford recognized Mise 
Wells. 

He took ber to hie private office and ques- 
tioned her. At first she denied her identity. 
Search of her handbag disclosed cards and 
other evidences. that she was Miss Wells, a 
school teacher. Saleswomen who had waited 
on her in October and December were sent 
for and they réadily identified her ap the 
person who had bought large amounts of 
goods by false nepresentation. 


Said to Have Confesced. 

After being confronted by the store em- 
ployés Miss Wells, it is said, broke down and 
confessed that she was the person who had 
procured the articles. She asked that the 
news of her arrest be kept from her mother, 
as she feared the shock might be fatal to 
her. 

As an athiete Miss Wells bas for years 
taken a prominent part in basketball and 
other school pastimes. She was captain of 
the 1008 basketball team at the Lewis n- 
stitute. She also is an expert on the tennis 
court, and ag a swimmer and rower. In ad- 
dition to her other accomplishments Migs 
Wells is an expert stenographer.

Financler’s End Follows: Long 
Illness; His Dayghter Hold- 
Ing His Hand at the Last. 
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POPE AND KING GRIEVED 


Body Will Be Brought to New York 
for Burial After Services 
in ttaly, 


EFFECT ON STOCKS is SLIGHT 
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ROME, March 51A. Piprpons pO sores 
New York financier, died al th hotel 
here today at 6 minutes after noon. For 
months hig health dae been declinicg, but 
the mptoms became greatly-aggravated 
about a week ago, and since Wednesday last 
he had been in a semi-comatose condition 

Tonight his body. lying in the death cham- 
ber, is surrourded with flowers. Messages of 
sympathy have been received from King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel, Pope Pius X. high omega ot 
state, diplomatic represemiatives, and from 
many personal friends in al parte of thy 
world. 

The pope spoke of Mr. Morgan as “ a great 
and good man.“ 

The register which was place in the hal! 
of the Grand hotel was filled with signatures 
of prominent persons who called. 


Death Kept from Public. 

The death of Mr. Morgan was net known in 
Rome until several hours after k occurred. 
owing to the desire that Mr. Morgan's son, 
J. Pier pont Morgan Jr., in New York, should 
be first notified. 

The official statement. prepared by Dr. Giu- 
seppe Rasten, Dr. N. Allen Starr, and 
Dr. George A. Dixon, the attending phys!- 
clans, indicate that a gradual general col- 
lapge feliowed a condition of nervous pros- 
tration. which prevenied the digestive organs 
‘from performing their functions and affected 
the mental faculties, 

For five days Mr. Morgan received arti- 
ficial nourishment, but he was unable to 
assimilate the food. As a result he very 
rapidly lost strength. For many hours prior 
to his death he was in a condition of semi- 
coma, which prevented him from recognizing | 
those about him. His end was without suf- 
fering. 


Relatives at Bedside. 

Mr. Morgan's daughter, Mrs. Herbert L. 
Satterlee, who has been in constant attend- 
ance, Was at the deathbed. She held the 
hand of her father and tried to obtain some 
sign of recognition. She thought that when 
the supreme moment came he faintly pressed 
her hand. Mr. Satterlee and the physicans 
almost carried the weeping woman out of the 
room, where friends tried to comfort her, 

Mr. Satterlee had no statement to make to- 
night regarding future arrangements 80 
far no preparations have been made with 
reference to the removal of Mr. Morgan's 
body to the United States after services 
here. Those relatives who are in New York 
will first be communicated with regarding 
their wishes. 

Sig. Trucchi, director of the Protestant 
cemetery here, was summoned to the hotel 
to assist in the embalming of the body. 
Many legal formalities are necessary in 
Italy for the removal ot bodies, but in this 
case they will doubtless be simplified. 


V. 8. Ambassador Offers Aid. 

The American ambassador and Mra. 
Thomas J. O’Brien, the secretary of the em- 
bassy, George Post Wheelelr and Mra 
Wheeler, who went to the hotel this after- 
noon to inquire about Mr, Morgan's condi- 
tion, were there when bis death was an- 
nounced. They remained to offer their serv- 
loes and express condolences.

Tariff Bill Approved by Com- 
Inittee Gives Power to Ex- — 
ecutive to Change the 
Levy at Will.

The tariff bill approved dy the ways and 


follows: 

Qn incomes over $4,000, 1 per cent. 

On incomes over $10,000, 1% per cent. 

On incomes over $20,100, 2 per cent. 

On incomes over $50,000. 8 per cent. 

On incomes over $100,000, 4 per cent. 

If at any time the president should find the 
revenue derived by the government from cus- 
toms cues, Internal revenue taxes, the income 
tax based on the rates fixed in the law, and 
| other sources should be insufficient to pay the 
expenses of the government, then he is au- 
thorized to raise the Income tax te such per- 
centage as he may consider proper. 

The bill approved by the committee does 
not Umit him in any particular. 


To Avert Bond Issues, 

The ways and means committee believes tn 
this matter it has been inspired by real po- 
litieal wisdom. If the revenues derived from 
all sources should be ineufficient after the 
enactment of the new tariff bill to meet the 
expenses of the government, the.administra- 
tion will not be forced to issue bonds to raise 
the additional money required. All the prese 
dent will have to do will be to fesue a new 
scale of income tax rates. 

Nothing ts more unpopular in this country 
than a bend issue. There will be no outcry 
of any serious political congequence from an 
increase in the rate on incomes of, say over 
$10,000. The average man wil! hold that this 
is a just thing to do. 


Ratio of Big Incomes. 

Estimates in the possession of the ways and 
means committee show a wide variance in 
the number of persons who will bé reached 
by the proposed income tax law. One places 
ten and the other twenty as the number of 
individuals with incomes exceeding $10. 000. 
600; one fifty and the other 100, drawing over 
$1,000,000; one 300 and the other 500 drawing 
over $500,000; one 2.000 and the other 2,500, 
@rawing Over $100,000; one 10,000 and the 
other 12,500; drawing over $50,000; one 20,000 
and the other 25,000, drawing over $20,000; one 
100,000 and the other 200,000 drawing over 
$5,000. 

It is the expectation of the committee that 
there will be collected through the Income tax 
anywhere between $110,000,000 and $150,000, - 
000, The prospect of this revenue has en- 
abled the committee to make many reduc- 
tions in customs dues which would not. have 
been péssibie had the income tax amendment 
to the cohstitution falled of ratification. 


To Avoid Double Tax, 

Realizing the income tax provision of the 
law will be tested in the courts, the com- 
mittee has made every effort to avoid double 
taxation. In estimating the incomes of indi- 
viduals who will be subject to the proposed 
tax, there must be eHminateo the dividends 
received from corporations paying excise 
taxes, the interest upon bonde or other obil- 
gations of states, gounties, or municipali 
and the salaries received by state, county, 
and municipal! officers.

There isa 
serious crack within 100 yards of the River- 
side hotel, directly at the boat landing. The 
water rose four feet in the last twenty-four 
hours, and is expected te reach the top of 
the devee at any moment. If it goes over it 
. will sweep everything before it, and Shaw- 
neetown will be wrecked. 

The levee is capable of keeping out a 57 
foot level of water and the stage late tonight 
ie 54 feet, with the water rising two inches 
per hour. — 

All the women and children ot the town were 
removed trom the danger zone this after- 
noon.

May Declare Martial Law.,

FLOOD GRASPS SOUTH INDIANA 


Only 40 of 5,000 Lawrenceburg 
Homes Safe; Other Cities Hit. 
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NO REPORT ON LIFE LOSS. 


Warning Gave Inhabitants Plenty of 
Time to Seek Refuge in Hills. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 31.—While north- 
ern and central Indiana cities today were 
rehabilitating their flood devastated dis- 
tricts, the waters disappearing there were 
tightening their disastrous clutches on south- 
ern regions. 

The government relief boat Scioto, in com- 
mand of Lieut. Heaght, U. S. A., towed a 
bargeload of provisions into Lawrenceburg 
today to find only forty of 5,000 homes there 
not under water. 

When the boat proceeded to Aurora condi- 
tions were found almost as bad, with but 500 
homes free from the reach of the flood. 


Troops Patrol Mount Vernon. 

Gov. Ralston, on the appeal of Mount Ver- 
non citizens, ordered out the company of 
militia stationed there to patrol its own town. 
Lea venworth sent a ringing cry for help. 

New Harmony and Evansville reported in- 
creased suffering from rising waters, but the 
mayor of Vincennes telephoned that the 
wate there is falling and it ia believed no 
lives have been lost. 

Reports of fatalities where the flood struck 
unexpectedly, but now is gone, still are con- 
flicting. Three bodies of the drowned were 
found in West Indianapolis, while four ref- 
ugees have been victims of the exposure suf- 
fered. : 

White river waters have turned to almost 
normal channel in West Indianpolis and all 
the areas that were covered by the floods are 
being searched thoroughly to locate the 
bodies of any who may have drowned. 


Death Roll at Peru Nine. 

Peru, Ind., March 31.—Adem Bell was 
found drowned here today, making the total 
dead at this point nine. Previous reports 
have ranged from twenty upward. It is 
thought that the present total of nine may 
mot be exceeded. 


DANGER PASSED IN NEW YORK. 


Water Receding Rapidly in Recently 
Flooded Districts and Condition 
Now Reported Normal. 


Albany, N. T., March 31.— It now looks as 
if the danger period in the flooded districts of 
New York state has passed,’’ said State En- 
gineer Bensel today after receiving reports 
from his deputies in various parts of the 
state.

Cross society. Mr. Smith announced addi- 
tional receipts of $28,295.18, making a total 
of $126,800.79. As fast as the money is re- 
ceived it is transferred to the nationa! head- 
quarters at Washington. 


Thirty More Relief Stations. 

Thirty. additional stations for the recep- 
tion of relief donations were opene e by the 
United Charities, besides the nire regular 
stations. and persons in charge were kept 
busy checking, sorting, and packing the ma- 
terial received.

FLOODS CAUSE SHORTAGE 
OF NURSES IN CHICAGO. 


Health Department Handicapped by 
Sending Aid to Ohio and Indiana 
Cities—Unable to Get Substitutes. 


A shortage of nurses is confronting the 
health department, and in time this scarcity 
of Florence Nightingales may be the con- 
cern of the wholecity. Three relays of Red 
Cross nurses already have left for the flood 
districts in Ohio, Indiana, and Kentucky. 
Five nurses from the city health devartment 
went with a group of thirty nurses in charge 
of Miss Mary Wheeler of the state registra- 
tlon bureau last Saturday. Mise Elizabeth 
Cleveland, Miss Anna Norgaard, and Miss 
Augusta Gough were sent to Louisville, Ky., 
and Mies Claridine Lund and Mies Stella 
Larmin to Toledo. Miss C. M. Scully, acting 
supervisor of nurses for the city, has been 
unable to find nurses to take the places of 
those absent. 

Woe can’t get nurses,” said Dr. Heman 
Spalding, chief of the bureau of medical in- 
spection. “We may take some from the 
medical schools. That depends upon, how 
long the nurses are kept on duty in the flood 
regions’ 


CHICAGO LIFE SAVING CREWS

Sixty-seven Bodies, Most of Them

Daytoa. O., March 31.—[Special. ]—System 
and order now rule where flood chaos pre- 
vailed. The streets are being cleared, food 
supplies are being promptly distributed in 
every nook and corner of the city, and the 
temporary municipal government under 
John H. Patterson represents nearly pertec- 


tion in efficiency. 

There is no evidence of unusual sickness 
and very little if any distress. Trains will be 
running into the Union station within a short 
time. The city has constructed a temporary 
light and gas system in certain sections and 
the water works are in operation. 


Money Needed in Dayton. 


A statement issued by Chairman Patter- 
sor of the citizens’ relief committee says that 
the committee now has at its disposal all- of 
the food and clothing necessary. The chief 
need, he says, is money, in order to put the 
city in condition to prevent an outbreak of 
serious disedse and to rehabilitate the thou- 
sands, many of whom have lost their homes 
entirely. All contributions of money should 
be sent to W. P. F. Bippus, treasurer of the 
relief committee. 

An armed force ofa hundred men. in charge 
Kirkland of the Toledo signal corps. 
was organized today for the purpose of clear- 
ing the streets of idle men and putting men 
to work. 

A court martial was organized today with 
forty petty cases on the docket. This court 
must try such cases, as the municipal justice 
courts have been superseded under martial 
law. Reports that looters have been shot 
are untrue, according to statements by those 
in ‘authority. Guards have fired shots to 
frighten suspicious looking characters, but 
never have shot to kill or injure.

Columbus, O., March 31.—With a total of 
sixty-seven bodies recovered, most of them 
identified, efforts to recover bodies believed 
to have been swept down by the swift cur- 
rent of the Scioto are being continued. Sec- 
tions that for five days have been inundated 
will be explored in the expectation that 
bodies might be found beneath the huge piles 
of wreckage. 

It was stated today that efforts to prevent 
a food famine would be successful because of 
outside relief that has reached the city. The 
organized efforts to relieve the sufferers in 
the district that was flooded and to supply 
them with food and provisions are believed 
by the authorities to have met the demands.

New York. March 31.—[Special.]—That an 
investigation into the minimum wage ques- 
tion has been going on in this city for six 
months and that important results have al- 
ready been secured has just became known. 

Women, principally college girls, employed 
by the Wagner Smith state factory inves- 
tigating commission, made the investigation. 
They began before the holiday rush of last 
year and are still at it.. 

The investigators, some of them graduates 
of Vassar, not only worked behind the count- 
ers with the regular clerks, but lived with 
the poorest of them in dingy apartment flats, 
mingled. with „their friends after working 
hours, learned by practical experience how 
girls making. $3, $4, and $5 a week exist, 
where and how they spend their leisure 
hours, and what a small pay has on their 
morals, These college girls have gone with- 
out fear into the depths of the slums to get 
facts and proofs; they have visited the dance 
halis and the saloons.

LONDON AND PARIS JOURNALS 
LAUD MORGAN AND MOURN END. 


Bulogy Believed Written by Lord North- 
cliffe Epttomizes England’s Sorrow— 
The Figaro Speake for France. 


LONDON, Aprii 1.—The death of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan is generally lamented in Eng 
land. where he spent so much of his time, and 
in which he took such a great interest. 

The London morning papers print extended 
obituary notices, in which Mr. Mergan’s ca- 
reer as @ financier, a collector of works of 


art, and a philanthropist is eulogized. 

„An English friend,“ belleved to be Lord 
Northoliffe, writing to the Daily Mail, says: 
“The passing of Mr. Morgan is a lose to 
Great Britain as well as to the United States. 
Perhaps because of his English associations, 
perhaps by reason of his great admiration 
for English institutions and the marriages 
contracted by his kinfolk with English peo 
ple, Mr. Morgan was a strong factor in mak- 
ing a good feeling between the English peo- 
ple and Americans. 

The Daily Telegraph says: “ America has 
lost a great financier, whose integrity was 
never questioned, whose methods on the 
whole my been in W service to his 
couptry.” 

The Daily News says: “ Little known to 
the outside world, in business he inspired 
confidence as a monument of integrity.“ 

Paris Papers Express Sorrow. 

PARIS, April 1.—Appreciations of Mr. Mor- 
gan are published in most of the Raris morn- 
ing papers, which call attention to his high 
position in international finance, his benevo- 
lence, and culture.

Markets Prepared for 1 
Morgan’s Death. 


SLIGHT LOSSES REGAINED, 


Leading Stocks Show Variations 
of Less than 2 Points, and 
Close Strong. 


New York, Mare ch, 31.—[Special.}]—The 
financial markets of the world were little af- 
fected by the death of J. Pierpont Morgen. 
| The effect of the news from Rome of the 
passing of the great financier verified the 
| predictions of men high in finance who had 
declared the possible death of Mr. Morgan 
had been digcounted for some time and would 
| Cause scarcely: a flurry, much less a panic. 
The New York stock market bore up well 
| under the news. Declines of 1% in Union 
| Pacific and a point in Steel Northern Pacific, 
Southern Pacific, St. Paul, and Smelting were 
recorded at the opening, but the market be- 
trayed no evidence of nervousness. 

The only large block of stock to come out as 
the opening was 4,500 shares of Steel. whioh 
sold at 61 to 61%, compared with Saturday’s 
close of 62. Aside from the steel trading the 
Morgan stocks was not heavy and price 
changes were Light. 

When effective support became manifest 
purchases for both accounts became larger 
and prices soon reached Saturdays level or 
above. Blocks of 1,000 or more shares changed 
hands frequently. 


London and Paris Undisturbed. 

Dispatches from London and the tone of 
trading there showed Mr. Morgan’s death 
had little effect on American securities. The 
morning reports had prepared the market 
for an early termination of his iliness. Prices 
opened a fraction lower and moved irregu- 
larly until noon, when the list ranged from 
unchanged to % below parity. In the af ter- 
noon prices hardened on New York support, 
and the market closed steady. 

The death of Mr. Morgan was received with 
marked regret in the higher financia! circles 
of London, where he was a great favorite. 
The prevailing view seemed to be that his 
| leadership would be missed months hence 
rather than immediately. 

Dispatches from Paris stated the death of 
Mr. Morgan became known on the bourse 
shortly before closing time. It had no visible 
effect on the market, but was the subject of 
considerable comment and questioning as to 
its probable consequences in America.

Political Plums and Voting Machine 
Jobbery Condemned. 


Coincident with an eleventh hour appeal by 
Mayor Harrison for the approval of the pro- 
posed $2,880 000 bond issue yesterday the II- 
nois Tax Reform association issued an attack 
on this method of recouping the city’s 
finances.

not be given to the citizens, nor will it be 
possible to pay city employés in the full the 
wages to which they are entitled.” 

The Tax Reform association's objection to 
the bond issue is signed by Herbert Miller, 
president, ard Maxwell Edgar, secretary. 
The letter says: . 

The voters are advised by this association 
to vote against the bond issue of $2,880,000. 
Mayor Harrison maintains that the city is 
short of funds by reason of the Supreme court 
éecision on the so-called Juul law. The real 
reasons for the shortage are the failure of the 
city to look after the collection of its revenue 
and waste and inefficiency in the city hall. 

Harrison has flied the legal departments 
of the city with superfluous employés. At the 
request of the tax dodgers he abolished the 
position of city tax expert, thereby causing 
a loss of several million dollars. He then 
bragged he hed saved the city $5,000 a year. 

Harrison later demarded that the city 
confess judgment on $900,000 for the tainted 
voting machine contract, but fortunately for 
the taxpayers the law prevented this shame- 
ful procedure.

A CHANGING GENERATION, 3 

One of the world’s rulers has passed 
with the death of John Plerpont Morgan. 
To gay this is neither to indulge in a piece of 
mere rhetoric nor to ascribe to Mr. Morgan | 
a power different in its nature from that 
exercised by all the great Gaanciers among 
which he will take hia place in history. How 
important © Place It th mot tent bis eee 
poraries to declare. 

What may be said, however, bs thadl nore | 
men of Morgan's day recognize the nature 
and the import of financial power than in 
any previous generation. This measures a 
long advance toward the control of that 
power. 

A good many joules bien one bel bias 
Mr. Morgan’s primacy in American finance 
has been challenged or his purposes seriously 
thwarted by rivals. But financial autecracy 
has been more and more vigorously chal- 
lenged during these later years, when @ sort 
of “ balance of power,” an inclusive entente 
cordiale, has maintained a eee 
in the world of high finance. 

Thus, perhaps, foremost among the chief 
problems of today is placed that of the con- 
trol of concentrated financial power. Dur- 
ing the period of greatest growth and great- 
est concentration Mr. Morgan has played 
one of the leading roles, latterly the master 
role, in the vastest reorganizations and con- 
centrations of capital. Other princes of 
finance in the past may have exercised as 
decisive or more decisive direct influence 
upon events. The personal genius displayed 
by them may have been less or greater. 
Such questions are for the future historian 
to deal with. But Mr. Morgan's activities 
ba ve taken place before a generation séarch- 
ingly critical of itself and all its manifesta- 
tions, a generation more couscious, perhaps, 
than any preceding of the vital relation of 
economic facts to the welfare of the average 
man, to his political, social, and material 
condition. The Money Power” has be- 
come the definite object of profound public 
concern and hostility, while the popular im- 
agination has visualizeu and personalized 
this power in dominant figures like Mr. 
Rockefeller, Mr. Harriman, and Mr. Mor- 
gan. : i 
Thus Mr. Morgan, much against his will, 
found himself taken not as a private indi- 


vidual whose business was his own affair, | 


but as a public man, a force, the representa- 
tive of a system of government, a ruler 
whose activities and powers were potent for 
the good or ill of nien and, therefore, to be 
criticised and controlled. To the previous 

eneration he would have been a very rich, 
public spirited, and gifted citizen, to be en- 
vied and honored. To this he was every- 
thing good or evil, from a selfish oppressor 
to a benevolent autocrat. 

The important fact is that he and his kind 
have ceased to be private. They are guasi- 
public. Mr. Morgan, whose long life 
spanned the period which has produced this 
change in the American attitude, refused to 
accept it. In this he belonged to the jmme- 
diate past rather than the present. Certain- 
be was not of the future. . 

For if that future can be read in ar re- 
spect, it will develop even in the masterful 
type which Mr. Morgan represented a 
broader sense of publie responsibility, a ro- 
sponsibility not of the sort acknowledged by 
Mr. Morgan, based on the doctrine of the 
divine right of personal genius, but a re- 
sponsibility recognizing the right of practical 
checks and limitations upon financial! and 
economic power in the interest of the Ae 
weal. 

Mr. Morgau's successors as aue lead- 
ers will face a very different public from 
that which watched, admiringly at first and 
later distrustfully, the remarkable achieve- 
ments of Mr. Morgan and his compeers. In 
the degree that they realize this and under- | 
stand, or even sympathize with the change, | 
they will protect their own legitimate inter- 
ests by accepting accountability and the ap- 
propriate means by which accountability is 
enforced. Absolutism does not thrive in the 
twentieth century. Even the unchahging 
east’ is proving it, and now the peoples are 
learning that government is not merely or 
even primarily politics, absolutism in finance 
will go the way of absolutism in often! 
government,

The late secretary of the state board 
of health held that his position was protected 
by the civil service laws. That question, we 
believe, has not been passed upon judicially, 
but whether Dr. Egan’s successor is to be 
named by the governor without limitation 
or n examination under the merit system. 
it is timely to express the hope that great 
care be exercised in the choice and: that 
politics and personal favor be efiminated 
therefrom. 

There are many selfish ictal tuedepate 
to be Benefited by lax administration of this 
impoftant office, and it is certain that the 
governor will be made aware of the fact. 
There are also, doubtless, private ambitions 
directed toward this office, and there will be 
political pressure to make it a part of the

Bons wil mol mote 

is inclosed. not make 
e for ouch ee ene be 


HOUSING EXHIBITION. 

N the housing exhibition there is «@ 

chart devised to show that improved 

housing lowers death rates. It com- 

pares the garden city, e 

where the adult mortality is 4.5 per 
1,000 and the infant death rate 54.5, with 
Liverpool, where the rates are 19 and 
143.6 respectively. In the list of English 
cities, compared with Letchworth, is one 
where the baby death rate is three times 
as high aa it is in Letchworth. 

A map who would take his family to 
Letchwork is certain to be a thoughtful, 
high standard man, whereas amongst 
those in Liverpool are many who are 
thoroughly careless. 

The conclusion that all of the health 
benefits of Letchworth are due to the 
good homes is not altogether fair. On 
the other hand, most careful students of 
efficiency subscribe to the opinion of Net- 
tleford: “ Not only are lives lost through 
insanitary housing conditions, but, worse 
still, a chronic condition of low vitality 
and il] health is fostered in our homes.” 
— 


There is enough gained in working effi- 
clency by men living Im such homes as 
those of Letchworth to make up for the 
loss from proper scaling of the mortality 
figures. But these gains might be most 
alluring and yet of no practical importance 
if they cost too much. This exhibit talks 
on this phase of the question. 

For instance, there Is seen a beautiful 
picture of a cottage surrounded by a cab- 
bage patch. The picture is labeled “What 
one man did on half an acre of ground,” 
The story is that of a man who bought 
one-half an acre inside the city limits. 
He paid $50 down. In two years he 
made enough on cabbage and chickens to 
pay for his ground. He then built a 
healthy, attractive cottage and will pay 
for that in the same way. As 80 per cent 
of Chicago acreage is vacant ground, the 
opportunities of following this example 
are not all gone. The vacant land in 
most Ameriean cities is about one-third 
of ', the total acreage.

The exhibit talks on the within reach 
phase of the bonusing problem in another. 
way. An interesting group of pictures 
shows some poured concrete houses in the 
east. There is a picture of a four room 
poured concrete house in (Washington. 
The rent is $5 a month; a two story flat 
renting for $8 a month; a picture of the 
plan which took the prize at the interna- 
tional congress on tuberculosis (the 
estimated cost of building this honse ‘s 
$200 a room); a picture of a poured 
concrete house at Brentwood, Md. (The 
cost of construction was $1,100.) 
Underneath this group of pictures is-the 
legend; “Concrete houses; durable, fire- 
proof, hygienic, one-quarter the usual 
cost.“ After one has allowed a large lee- 
way for error born of enthusiasm, the 
statement makes one sit up and take no- 
tice.

PIERPONT MORGAN was thegrent- 
est individual art cellector in” the 
world, and the United States ig more 
e indebted to him than to any other 
man for enriching thie country with 

the art treasures of the old world. 

He spent much of his time and kept con- 
floisseurs constantly employed in scouring 
Europe and distant parts of the earth in 
search of priceiesas paintings, sculpture, tap- 
estries, jewels, ivories, enamels, crystal 
shrines, and the hundred odd things that the 
old world wanted to keep and that he wanted 
the new world to have. 

The Metropolitan Art museum in New York 
City has practically been made over since he 
became interested in it and took up active 
control there. 

He has given it vast treasures and has 
loaned it many more. The Morgan home 
and Worary in New York contain much in 
addition. His London house, reatly two 
houses, contalned many of his greatest treas- 
ures. 


Victoria and Albert) and other London m- 
seums for many years were made conspic- 
uous by reason of collections loaned by Mr. 
Morgan, but these treasures, estimated to 
be worth in the neighborhood of $50,000,000, 
were brought to this country by Mr. Morgan 
in the last year.

All the land occupied by the fortifications 
and by the military zoe belonged to the 
government and it was much greater in 
area than the city itself. 

By order & the young emperor the forti- 
fications were ordered destroyed and all the 
buildings. on the zone razed. Thus was 
created the world famous Ringstrasse, 
though instead of a circle it is shaped like 
an octagon, with irregular angles. Four- 
fifths of all the land cleared was kept for 
the laying out of boulevards and gardens 
and as sites for the various monumental 
public buildings. The remaining fifth was 
pold to private purchasers for a total of 

000,000. 

Gut of this fund were built most of the 
splendid structures which, eachstanding in 
Ite own grounds, now make the street one 
of the wonders of the world.

Paradise of Painters 
Partly Lost in Flood. 
HE HERMITAGE” at Brookville, Ind., 
10 a landmark that during its history of 
Over a century has yearly drawn an 
autumn gathering of middle Western 
painters, Was partly destroyed by the 
Indiana flood. 2 

Hardly a square foot of its walls but is 
decorated with the work of artists now famous. 
Whether anything has been saved of this col- 
lection is quéstionable, since the present oc- 
cupants were imprisoned by the rising water, 
and were taken from the house in boats by 
neighbors, 

After having been owned for many years by 
Mr, and Mrs. George M. Shirk, now living at 
4628 Lake avenue, Chicago, 
became the property of J. Otis Adams, & mem- 
ber of the Western Artists’ association. The 
distinguished picture represented Brookville 
scenery, and testified again to the inspiration 
that dozens of painters have found in the 
autumnal coloring of the oaks along the White 
Water river. 


— ; 

The house was built in 1808 by - William 
Butler, whose son. Amos Rvtler, ts now super- 
intendent of charities of Indiana. Before it, 
bordered on two sides by the curvifig river, 
stretches the lawn with the oaks that in 
different groups and illumination have been 
painted more than eighty times by T. C. Steele 
alone. With Steele congregated theré every 
year dozens of artists from Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, and Indianapolis. 

The front veranda of the Hermitage is 112 
feet long, recalling by its architecture and 
setting the home of George Washington at 
Mount Vernon. Mr. Adams has his udo at 
one end of the facade, while his wife, also 
widely known by her canvases, occupies the 
opposite wing, 

Because Mr. Adams has been lame for years 
it is feared there was no opportunity to take 
part of the contents of the house te higher 
ground when the flood spread. The north half 
of the building hae been swept away, and it ts 
yet to be determined whether the rémaining 
part can again be made habitable,

Three Women Justices 


to Attend Conference. 


LILINOIS is to have three women justices of 

the peace at the Mississippi valley confer- 

ence, to be held in St. Louis tomorrow, 

Thursday, and Friday! Mrs. Catherine 

Waugh McCulloch, elected justice of the 
peace to fill a vacancy in Evanston in 1907, was 
the first woman in the United States to hold a 
judicial office. Two years later she was re- 
elected for a full term of four years. 

Miss Carrie T. Partridge, a school friend of 
Mrs. McCulloch's, was elected justice of the 
peace in Stillman Valley last year, ana Mrs. 
Mary Isabel Phares of Clinton ‘in April, 1910, 
to fill an unexpired term, She was called the 
“marrying justice,” and performed sixty-one 
marriage ceremonies before the term expired. 

When the police magistrate of Clinton was 
offered the position of deputy sheriff he ac- 
cepted and resigned his office ag magistrate in 
favor of Mrs. Phares, and shp is the only 
woman in the state to have served in that office.

Light Housekeeping. 

Perhaps. some old experienced housekeeper 
would not consider the experience of a bride of 
four months worth notice, but I wish to tell 
you how we have managed to live comfortably 
and even save some on a salary of less than 
$20 a week. 

In the first place, we decided we could begin 
with two rooms, furnished for light house- 
keeping, including Nght and heat, as well as 
to rent a four or five room flat and have to fur- 
nish it; also our own gas and coal. Our entire 
living expenses have averaged $13 a week and 
we are able to know accurately, as every penny 
is accounted for in our system of bookkeeping. 
We pay cash for everything and take advan- 
tage of the bargains offered each week by local 
merchants. ‘ 

Our table expenses for the week are about 
$6, often less, but seldom more, and as we do 
not care much for meat we avoid the principal 
cause of the high cost of living. An appetizing 
and nutritious meal can be prepared without 
meats, if a little time and thought are given 
the preparation, A good milk or vegetable 
soup, two kinds of vegetables with perhaps a 
macaroni or egg dish, a salad and a dessert or 
fruit, make a meal fit for the most fastidious. 
I have not been troubled with the agonies of 
cooking so often recounted by young house- 
wives, owing principally to the fact that while 
at home my mother always gave me to under- 
stand that even though I attended school all 
the time I was responsible for my share of the 
housework. 2 

My husband and 1 are fond of reading, 80 
many a pleasant evening ts spent with a good 
book or the daily papers. We have not formed 
the habit of spending our evenings elsewhere 
than at home, as late hours and loss of sleep 
do not accord with early rising hours, but on 
Sundays or any other day my husband does 
not work we find recreation in many forms at 
little expense.

ing what good and simple things can be made 
day to day with little variations. We 


buy from two to three pints of milk à day, 


and every bit that is left I add to my pitcher

for muffins or spice cake. I know that our 


finances will soon take a turn for the better, | 


but this is a true account of the way I have 
managed for the last year on 33.75 ͤ a week.

At the famous old restaurants and at all the 
places characteristic of this section the first 
thing on a menu are the “ coquillages,” or shell 
fish. In the old place of Pascal there is a bouil- 
labaise with the name of the house and a fish 
soup that are specialties. The soup is a fish

bouillon filled with spaghetti, or really the 
Italian minestra, for this city and Genoa, Italy, 
have many dishes in common ahd really belong 
together geographically. 

The restaurant in its paragraph of praise of 
itself says that its soups are made over a char- 
coal fire, its grillades (broiled meats) are 
braised over a fire of vines, its roasts cooked on 
spits before a wood fire. Though go much 
cooking in this region is done by charcoal and 
the trimmings of vineyards, gas is coming in. 
But the results are different from the older 
way, which really has its virtues. 

By the way, it is most interesting to see how 
they roast their coffee here. It is put into a 
perfect spheré of sheet iron, the ends of the 
axis of which rest in little grooves of 4 tall, 
funnel-like pail of charcoal. A handle is fast- 
ened to the axis, and so the globe is turned 
constantly until the coffee is browned. The 
work is done on the sidewalk befere the house, 
usually by some old man or woman. 
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The other specialties at the true Marseilles 
house of Pascal,” besides those mentioned, are 
“bourride,” “algue-Saou,” and “ailloli” (a 
sauce), in the fish line. It is made of the boned 
meat of codfish, into which is worked alter- 
nately and constantly, on the fire, a little warm 
oil and a little warm milk and seasonings. It 
is white and looks liks a delicious fish hash.
